Mrs. Fravecs M. Scoville Applies for the Guardiah- 
ship of Guiteau, Alleging EDs Insanity—The 
Questien to be Heard Befcre a Chicago 
Jury—Beity and the Baby Fund.

filed to-day through her attorney, W. 5. John- 
son, praying the county court that she be ap- 
pointed conservator of the estate and person 
of her brother, Charles J. Guiteau. The fol- 
lowing is the bill:

and income,Sthat by reason of his so being 
insane, as aforesaid the legal rights of said 
Charles J. Guiteau have become jeopardize J, 
not only as to his property and income as 
aforesaid, but also as to his liberty and life, 
thereby rendering the speedy appuintment of 
a conservator for the person and preperty of 
such insane person urgent and imperative; 
that on the 2d of July,is8l,in Washington,the 
said Guiteau, while suffering from meptal 
disease and not having sufficient 
power to control the impulse of _ his 
disordered brain, did sheot and wound one 
Jumes A. Garfield, then president of the 
United States;*that afterwards, on, the 19th 
of September, the said Garfield died, and 
théreupon the said Guiteau was, in the city 
of: Washington, indicted and tried for the 
killing of the said Garfield; that during and 
since this trial many peop!e believing the 
said Guiteau insane ‘at the time of the shoot- 
ing aforesaid, and cognizant of his helpless 
condition and financial needs, presented him, 
the said Guiteau, with sums ot money from 
time to time; that autographs and plhoto- 
graphs of the said Charles J. Guiteau have 
been and are being constantly sought for and 
paid for by a large number of people. And 
your petitioner further shows unto your honor 
that she is informed and _ believes that th? 
said Charles Guiteau, insane as aforesaid, is 
about to negotiate, or has already negotiated, 
for 
THE SABER OF HIS BODY, 
to be delivered over after death, in the event 
he is executed in pursuance of the sentence 
ef death now imposed upon him. Where- 
fore, your petitioner prays tor a speedy inquli- 
ry into the mode provided by law and accord- 
ing to the statute of this state in such cases 
made and provided, of and concerning the 
matters in this petition alleged, and that 
upon an adjudication hereof, in case such

THE TURN IN AFFAIRS, 

The attorney for Mrs. Scoville in this case 
is William S. Johnson, of 99 Washington 
street, who is one of our brightest young 
criminal lawyers, and has much experience 
in insane cases. In the celebrated Claret 
murder trial here Johnson cleared his client, 
Minnie Dixon, on the ground ofinsanity. He 
was formerly engaged with Emory A.Svtorrs in 
the practice of law. This is an unexpected 
turn of affairs in the case, and while the ques- 
tion of his insanity will be tried here in Chi- 
ago, whether Guiteau is present or not, the 
‘ase requires trial by jury before Judge Looim- 
is, and the question will again come up as to 
whether Guiteau wasin sane or not at the 
time of the shooting of President Garfieid. 
Newly discovered evidence will be introduced 
at the trial of the cage in Chicago. Many 
witnesses who were not present at the Wash.- 
ington trial will be in attendance here at the 
next ierm of the circuit conrt in May. 

GUITEAU'S OPINION EXPRESSED.

THE INDIAN RAILROAD BILL. , 


Mr. Mawley Oppeses It—A Ceneral Bridge Bill from 
®t. Louis. 

Wasuinoton, April 1t.—In the senate, Mr. 
Grover, from the military committee, report- 
ed the efiginal biil, *‘as a substitute for pend- 
ing measures,” authorizing the secretary of 
the treusury to examine and report to congress 
the amount of all claims of the states of 
Texas, Oregon and Neyada, and Washington 
and Idaho territories, for moneys expended 
and indebtedness assumed by said states and 
territories because of Indian hostilities. Cal- 
endar. 

The senate took up the calendar and passed 
a number of private bills. 

' THE INDIAN RAILROAD GRANT. 

The Indian territory railroad bill, granting 
right of*way to the St. Louis and San Francis- 
co railroad, coming up as unfinished business, 
Mr. Hawley denounced it in the amended 
form in which it came from the railrvad 
conimittee, as an attempt to violate the treaty 
rights of the Indians upon the pretext of 
ratifying an act of the Ghoctaw council. He 
said the bill proposed to seize their lands 
without providing any system for aajusting 
the rate of compensation therefor, He could 
conceive of emergencies in which the Unitéd 
States would have the right, in the proper 
legal sense of that term, to pass legislation in 
contravention of a treaty, but that duty 
required ae exhaust all other 
yemedies , before. going to -_ that 
extremity. He denied that the remedies had 
been exliausted in this instance, and asserted 
that in setting apart a strip of Indian country 
for ruilvoad purposes, the governinent was 
overriding its uniform practice heretofore.

Yinde Fatal Opposition In the House-—The Tariif Com 
mission Discussion 

Wasninoton, April 11.—In the house, tiie 
morning hour having been dispensed. with, 
Mr. Ryan, of Kansas, from the comnittee on 
| appropriations, reported back the senate bill 
‘appropriating $50,000 to provide for a defi- 
ciency in the appropriation for the subsist- 
ence and care oO Indians in 
charge of the Cheyenue and* Arrapahoe 
avencies, in the Indian territory. Mr. Ran- 
dall, of Pennsylvatia, beld that this was a 
bill in the line of the-general appropriation 
| for the support of the government, and as 
such could not be originated by the senate. 
The senate bill was accordingly withdrawn, 
and the original billio the same effect was 
introduced in the house Mid pasSed 

POST-OFTICE APPROPRIATIONS, 

The house went inte committee of the whole 
on the post-office appropriation bill, with the 
senate aumendmentf. ‘the following senate 
amendiments were concurred in: Appropri- 
ating $35,000 for furnishing fourth-class post- 
masters With the necessary. implements for 
canceling stamps, ete.; Increasing the appro- 
priation for Compensation to: clerks in the 
post-oflices by $150,000; increasing by $500,000 
the appropriation fur mail transportation by 
railroads, providing that if any person sha!l 
hereafter periorm any serviee for any mail 
contractor in carrying the mail, he shall have

THE: FRANKING PRIVILEGE, 

The amendment resivridg the franking 
privilege was then reachedg A number of 
members opposed this umenwdsnent, among 
them Messrs. Cunnon, of Hiigois; Hill, of 
New Jersey; Towushend, of. Qitio; Robeson, 
Cobb, of Indiana, and Updéfraff, of Ohio. 
Mr. Browne, of Indiana, was glad ‘to see the 
paroxysmal economy which jhad come over 
the house. It was not oftem'that a tidal wave 
of that kind came along, butswhen jt did he 
wanted to get on the top waye and float with 
the balance. The franking  privilege;-as it 
now existed, covered eVerything that mem- 
bers of congress could ask. Car -.oads of stulf 
were sent under it every day, | 
and congress was running a_ huge 
printing ottice. The allowance _ of 
$125 to each member for stationery was 
suflicient to pay every penny of his postage, 
and perhaps g ve him an cpera glass or two. 
Ifthe house desired to put money into the 
ptreasury it should abclish the printing of 95 
per cent of the matter which was now printed. 
There were innumerable bills whieh died in 
committee which had te be printed. Memo- 
rials were pritt d, speeches were printed,, If 
the man who invented the Congressional ec- 
ord still lived he ought to be arraigned befdrea 
military tribunal, condemned and shot. It 
had killed more members of congress than 
Kidwell’s bottoms or “the Potonié, fats,” 
Aftera long discussion, almost entirely” in 
disapproval of it, the senate amendment was 
non-voncurred in, as were alsoa large num- 
ber of Jess important amendments, and the 
committee having risen, the house ‘ratified its 
action, and the bill goes to a conference com- 
niittee.

Odd Incident of the Famous African Ei: phant’a Voy- 
age from Liverpool .o New York- The Greatest 
. “ Living Humbug’s Enthusiasm Over His 
Prise—Pereonal FPeouliarit.es, Ete. 


As already announced, Jumbo arrived in 
New York Sunday night. The first seen of 
him was alrenormous trunk, reaching far out 
from the front of his box, writhing and twist- 
ing in all directions, in mute appeal to every- 
body. within his sight for apples, buns, or 
| Other palatable morsels. The box measured 
thirteen feet in length by tweitve in height, 
and six feet eight inches in width. Its bottom 
rested upon the main deck. It was made of4 
three-inch yellow pine planks, fastened ‘o-. 
gether by seven inch beams, broad straps of 


heavy iron and: masses of *4-inch angle iron, 
the flanges of which were about five inches 
wide. In front and rear it had héavy oaken 
beams and itslining was of oak, planed smooth 
and fastened by screws with counter sunk 
heads. Altogether it weighed six tons, with- 
in half a ton of the weight of the ponderous 
animal it enclosed. Jumbo so completely 
filled the cage that his head touched the top 
whenever he raised it, and his sides almost 
touched either wall. 
HOW HE LOOKS. 

Inside the cave were visible a mountainous 
head encased in a rough, harsh skin, a pair of 
columnar legs, gracefully bowed, and two 
enormous ears. Jumbo is not a handsome 
beast. Like all African elephants he has a 
very coarse hide, and two humps on his back, 
one above his fore and another over his hind 
quarters. The pangs of homesi-kness had 
reduced him to an attenuated state, but his 
very emaciation increased the impression of 
his great size. Protuberances and bhillocks 
gave a pleasing: relief to the outlines of his 
trame, and his. curved backbone stood out 
lrke th® sagging ridge pole of a country 
barn affrainst.a wintry sky. His eyes, of 
a yellowish color, fringed by long 
lashes, were set ina head like the irregu- 
larly sloping side’on a rocky hill. The 
stumps of his tusks, which had been broken 
short off in his youth, just appeared beneath 
folds of leathery skin. So far- as could be 
judged, with allowance for Jumbo’s lack of 
proper toilet facilities; his color was lighte 
than the usual hue of elephants. He swayed 
to and fro in his cage, restiessly thrusting out 
his trunk twelve feet long in every direction, 
scorning hay and begging for sweets and buns. 
Across the upper part of his trunk were three 
broad, smooth bands, where he had rubbed 
against the plank before him. Between 
these were deep wrinkles. He drew in and 
shot out his trunk like the joints of a tele- 
scope. When he éurled it up, it appeared 
composed of wrinkles, but when he reached 
for a bun it looked lrke a huge piece ef hose. 

HIS SIZE. 

He is eleven and a half feet in height, 
twelve feet six inches long; his trunk is seven 
fect in length; he is thirty-seven feet in girth 
and weighs six anda half tons, From tip to 
tip of his cars he measures fifteen teet. 

Jumbo was stated to be 13. feet high and 12 
feet long, to measure 15 feet across his head 
from tip to tip of his ears, and to weigh 6's 
tons A measurement by the passengers on 
the voyage made him 11 feet 2 inches in 
height.

ELEPHANT BILL’S STORY. 

While Major Leland busied himself with 
unloading into Jumbo’s trunk the peck of 
apples with which he had stuffed his pockets, 
Mr. Wglliam Newman, well known among 
shownien as “Elephant bill,” told his story. 

‘I was sent over by Messrs. Barnum, Bailey 
& Hutchinson,” said he, ‘'to aid in bringing 
Jumbo over, and either Mr. Matthew Scott. 
is Emglish keeper, or myself have been 
with ‘him day and night since we 
left the zoological gardens. He has 
made -fhe trip in admirable _ sfyle. 

For the first two days out Jumbo was in a 
bad condition. He bellowed constantly and 
would eat almost nothing. He was not sca- 
sick, but was thoroughly discontented with 
cagé life-and his left hind leg swelled and 
troubled hima good deal.”’

HIS DIET. 

His daily allowance of food was about as 
follows: Twohundred pounds of hay, two 
bushelS of biscuit, ten or fifteen large loaves 
of bread, two or three quarts of onions, five 
buckets of water, and apples, oranges, figs, 
nuts, cakes, candies and duinties of that surt 
in unlimited quantities. The Baroness Bur- 
dett-Vontts. and other distinguished person- 
ages in London who visited the steamer to 
say goodby to’ Jumbo just before the As- 
syria. Monarch sailed, left boxes of candy 
and byns, of which Jumbo is very fond, for 
his use during the yoyage. Scott, his London 
keeper, said: ‘It has been very cold during 
the voyzge and. he has eaten 100 pounds ol 
onions. I have given them to him to warm 
his stomach, and he is exceedingly fond of 
them, and what is more, they don’t effect his 
breath: He has been fed on sea _ biscuits, 
bread, boiled potatues, oats, bran and hay. I 
suppose his feed for the voyage has cost £950. 
Hle penerally drinks twice a day, taking about 
twenty gallons at a time. Whisky? Well, 
yes, we have given him whisky occasionally, 
and rum once or twice, you know, to keep 
him warm, it has been so cold. Semetimes 
we give it to him with his water and some- 
times clear. He seems to take it clear nat- 
urally, and don't care whether he as any 
water after it or not. He wont touch brandy.’’ 

fo nstrate the whisky experiment the 
steward brought a bottle and Mr. Scott 
poured it’ into his trunk. Jumbo waited 
until the last drop from the bottle had beer 
drained into his prehensile appendage, and 
then without spilling a singie drop trans- 
ferred it to his mouth. 

WHAT HE HAS COST. 

“Dear old Jumbo,” cried the aged Barnum, 
with ‘effusion, and he seemed inclined to 
weep. But he thought better of it, and re- 
marked4n an offhand way: ‘That beast has 
cost me ~$50,000.”" 

Mr. Hutchinson was

Thirty years 2¢0, on a Sunday, I brought the 
biggest thing New York had ever seen up the 
bay in the shape of Jenny Lind—and_ she 
cleared $700,000 in nine months,’”’ he added, 
hopefully. 

There have been many unforeseen expenses 
in getting him here. In the first jlace, the 
opposition in London to the sale to Mr. Bar 
num was so stroug that several lawsuits bad 
to be contested, entailing a cost of $2,000 for 
legul expenses alone. Then the experiments 
in making a cage in which to transport him 
were costly, and the expense of bringing him 
across the Atlantic. was very heavy. Passage 
was engaged for him twice, and two steamers 
were fitted up, for him and provisioned before 
the Assyrian Menarch, but on both occasions 
Jumbo positively refused to enter lis cage at 
the last moment, although he was docile 
enough at all other times. In addition to the 
freight eharge of 31,000, the steamship com- 
pany exacted pay for fiity tons of freight 
displaced and tor two hundred emigants, 
at $3 per head, because the 
emigration autnorities would not 
permit passengers to be carried in the same 
parts of the ship wsth Jumbo. No duty is to 
be paid on the elephant at New York, as Mr. 

jarnum had procured an order from the see- 
retary of the treasury permitting him to land 
Jumbo without paying duty for him. “I 
paid $2,000 tur Jumbo for breeding purposes,”’ 
said Mr. Barnum, *“‘and would not in the first 
instance have paid $3 VOU for him for show 
purposes. If there had not been so much 
tuss made about bim in London I would not 
‘have veen so anxious to get him. 
GETTING JUMBO ASHORE, 

While this Jumbo taik was going on in the 
cabin the officers of the line and steamer were 
busy with preparations to land the animal. 
The steamer reached ber dock, Erie Pier No. 
2, Hoboken, at 12:30, but it was 3 o'clock be- 
fore the barge and derrick were got into posi- 
tion. Then the covering of the forward 
hatchway was taken off and forty-seven-ton 
chains passed under each end of the ponder- 
ous cage. Jumbo was very uneasy while the 
cage was being untastened from its moorings 
and the ch: Dbeimg put in-place. Scott 
took bis position on the cage floor in front 
of him and tatked to him almost 
constantly.” A bottle of whisky was ad- 
minisiered to quiet his nerves, and crackers 
and onions were fed to him. When at last 
the Chains and tackle were fastened and the 
cage hoisted and lowered to the barge there 
wus no belluwitng or boisterousness on the 
part of the elephant. When the barge was 
safely reached, the crew of-the Assyrian Mon- 
arch, with the visitors ana the hundreds of 
persons on the tops of the adjoining docks, 
sheds, barges and tugs gave three long, hearty 
cheers for Jumbo. The barge was towed 
down to the trom steamboat company’s pier, 
and there landed at 9 o'clock last evening, the 
wheels being placed under the cage while it 
was shispended in mid air. A large crowd had 
gathered to watch the landing.”’ 

SIXTEEN HORSES AND TWO BRETHREN. 

Although it was raining a large crowd gath- 
ered along the wharf and shouted 
when the landing was effected.

A SUSPECT.

CARTERSVILLE, April 11.—A negro who gave 
his name as Emanuel Brown was arraigned 
before Esquire F. M. Shaw to-day charged 
with larceny, and in default of bond was com- 
mitted to jail, where he now is.

DIED WITHOUT HEIRS.

AprLe Grove, Ala., March 30, 1882.—There 
have been living in our neighborhood for sev- 
eral years past an aged couple by the name of 
Sawyer—Zuachariah Sawyer and Luvicy Saw- 
yer, bis wite. Zachariah Sawyer was a pen- 
sioner of the war of 1812. He died on the 9th 
day of December, 1881, leaving a widow, but 


his head. He isnow the only one living of 
the first settlers of Jackson, and though his 
step does not possess the elasticity of his ear- 
lier manhood, the old man is quite spry for 
one of his years, and bids fair to outlive even 
another generation. I had called on him at 


his house while en route to Indian Spring,and 
found him in the front yard by the 
old gate that probably had held on 
its worn hinges, the young lovers of several 
generations whu had grown up around his 
decaying years. Continuing, he said: “It 
was on the 12th of April, 1826, that a few 
men gathered here one day to sell lots for the 
town of Jackson. My father was among the 
number, and [ was then a young man. Fifty- 
six years is a long time, but here I have lin- 
gered since then, constantly hoping that 
something would bring us better means for 
growing and developing into a city, but it 
would not come until now I am ready to 
drop into the grave.”’ ‘ 

‘Do you remember any of the noted men 
who used to visit this section?” I asked. 

“Yes, I used to know them all, but my 
memory is failing now, and their identity is

ATHENS ON A BOOM. 


A New Elevator, Cotton Seed Mill and Corn Milite be 
Erected—The New Rallroad, Ete. 

Judge W. B. Thomas, ef Athens, has been 
in Atlanta for the past two days upon busi- 
ness connected with a prcejected railroad and 
some matters of hisown. Talking about the 
future of Athens, he said: 

‘Athens is growing steadily and may be 
said to be fairly ana boom. We have a large 
number of dwellings going up, a new ware- 
house, a new seed mill and various other en- 
terprises. Among the most important of 
these isa grain elevator with a capacity of 
fifty thousand bushels, a cotton seed oil mill 
and a corn mill, ali to be erected by one com- 
pany and at one location.”’

Lud Watts and Tom Leverett were the men, 
and they were hung right out there in that 
field before you,”’ pointing toa field in front 
of his house. ‘Both of them were murderers 
of the deepest type, but when the sheriff went 
for Watts, he made a fight with weapons 
he had concealed in his cell, and it became 
so desperate and lasted so long that the legal 
hour passed, and he had to be resentenced by 
the judge, who, by the way, was C. J. McDon- 
ald. Watts was hungthe sollowing Monday, 
and I believe that is the first man ever hung 
on any day but Friday in the United States.”’

Then how do we 
propose to collectit? We must collect it as hereto- 
fore, by levying a tariff upon imports. The addi- 
tion Of about five and a quarter mi.lions a year to 
the internal revenue paid in cash by the people of

industries. As long as we have t collect from $200, - 
000,000 to $300,000,000 a year for revenue that ques- 
tion will not be an important one. It may be very 
important, and it is now, that the $2 0,000,000 or 
$300,000,000 a year shall be distributed in such man-. 
ner as to protect incidentally as far as possible all 
our home industries and all our American produe- 
tions, adjusting it so as to do as much good as possi- 
ble to all and as little harm as possible to any. 

I confess I take 4 medium positition here. I am 
neither a free-trade man, willing to collect all the 
money we have to raise by direct tax upon the peo- 
ple, noram I willing to lay a tax siinply for pro- 
tection when the government does not need the 
angen But if 1 had it in my power I would raise 

-money necessary to su rt the government 
by tariff, and I would so adjust the tariff which we 
have to raise to meet the necessary expenses of the 
government as to afford as far as possible an inci- 
dental protection to home industry and to Ameri- 
can productions. Itseems to me that is common 
sense, and that patriotism and statesmanship alike 
réquireit. We of the south are more interestea in 
incidental protection than the manufacturers of 
the north. We are now in our infane ; they have 
reached nearly to mature manhood. Many of 
them are now able to take care of themselves. We 
are not. They have skilled labor and the most im- 
proved prota we have little skilled labor and 
much of our machinery is not the best.

There are a great many other articles that are 
protected which are not simply manufactured arti- 
cles. ‘The six items I bave referred to, however, 
and they are all very important ones in the indus- 
try of this country, yield $143,890,000 of revenue, or 
over 69 percentol the whole amount of revenue 
collected on imports. Noone, 1 presuine, desires to 
crush any one of those great iaterests. 

Butthere are other important interests of the 
farmer that are protected by the present tariff. 
Phere is a tariff upon jive-stovk: you may say it 
does not heed protection. ss ny? There was $3,700,- 
og worth of live-stock brought into this country 
last year to get in and compete with our stock- 
raisers that paid tariff Your herdsmen would not 
be very much obliged to you for taking off the 
present tariff that protects their live-stock, and add- 
ing four or five times as much direct tax on the 
herds asthey now pay. This is the inevitable re- 
sult of free trace. 

Then I find that barley is protected. That is a 
product of the farmer again; and, notwithstanding 
ihe tariff, there was $7,200,000 worth of barley and 
bariey maalt that paid tue tariff and came in last 
year lo compete with our farmers who raise barley. 
What would the people of Missouri, Kentucky and 
other western states that raise barley say to the free- 
trade man who would propose to take off that tarif? 
and let all the barley of foreign couutries come in, 
and add aiax of from three to five times as much 
us is now collected upon the plantation where the 
ba ley is raised’ The farmer who plants barley 
wonld not like that sort of free trade. 

Then on the article of cotton and cotton mannu- 
factures there was over $50,000,000 worth im ported 
last year that paid the tariff. If you will remove 
the tariff from the statute book, aud impose upon 
our cotton plantations and factories from three to 
five times the presentamount of taxes, they will 
not be much obliged to you. If \ou repeal the tar- 
iif and enact free trade there is nota cocrton planta- 
tion in the south that will not have to pay from 
three to five times as much direct tax as it now 
pays. Many of them now buy little that is import- 
ed, and pay litle of the tax. ‘Lhen they would all 
be taxed on the value of their plantations, adding 
for United States tax three Ww five times much 
as they now pay the state. 

There was over $16,000,000 worth.of flax, and-ar- 
ticles manufactured of lax, that came in last year 
and paid the tarif, Would you take the tariff from 
fax and load the lands upon which our farmers 
produce it witha hervy direct tax’ 

Take the item of fruits and nuts, anotherfitem in 
which the planters, the farmers, the orchard men, 
abd gardeners are interested. There wasover &42,- 
000,000 worGe of frulis and nuts imported last year 
that paid tariff bef6re they could compete with our 
Your truit men would not bless 
you wefe to take offall the tariff 
that now Protects them, and impose aheavy direct 
tax upon theirorchards. their vinevards and their 
gardens. 

There was over four million, dollars’ worth of furs 
importe 1 last year that paid the tariff, and camein. 
Your western hunters wouid not be much obliged 
to you for taking off all taviff Unat pretecis their 
furs. Whether you could impose any @irect tax on 
their business or not, they woutd still want the 
protection they now have. Kat other articles be- 
sides those mentioned in which the farmer is inter- 
ested are protected by the presenttariff. Indian 
corn, oats, rye, Wheat, and the mealer tlour made 
oi the qualities of grain mentioned, are protected. 
and some of each has come inand paid the tariff 
t) get in during the past year: pease, beans and 
other seeds of leguminous plavts were imported 
last year to the value of £337,000, and paid tariff to 
get into competition with ourewnh farmers: about 
one million of dollars’ worth of bristles annually 
pay tariff to getin; hair to the value of over 2660, 
UOU paid tariff aud camein; ‘jute and other grasses’’ 
which can be raisedin Pleriia and other southern 
states and the diiferent manufactures of those pro 
ducts came in to the value of about $9,000,0 0, and 
paid tariff; leather and ihe manufacture of 
leather of all kinds, worth nearly $6,000,000 did the 
same; the sameis true of potatoes to the value of 
over $874,000; provisions, (meats, poultry, lard, but- 
ter, cheese, etc.,) not including vyegetables, to the 
value of $1,278,000, paid tariff, before they could 
getin and compete with our farmers; flax seed, 
linseed, and other seeds the

worth $1,713,000 did 
same; the same was true of tobacco and cigars, 
worth over $6 000,000- the sameis true of wines, 
spirits and cordials, to tine value of over $8 000.000, 
Which Can be raised @n te ifie sk pe t SwWweilasin 
Kurope, Which jis soot to be one of our great 
agriculiural inte: the samecis true of woods, 
including boards, joists, seantling, shingles, ete.. 
worth over $8,000,086; rice tothe amountof over | 
1,000 of pounds worth $1,:43,000, also paid | 
nndecame in. I might add still others te | 
to the Jong list of pretected articles which pertain 
to the interests of our farmers, planters, herdsmen, 
gardeners, fruil-growers, etc., but I do not deem ik 
necessary. 

Now, 1 ask senators, would your sugar-planters, 
your rice- planters, your .hemp-planters, your flax- 
plunters, your truit-growers, your herdsmen, and 
garden-men, aud all the others I ‘have mentioned, 
approve your action ifyou should remove all pre- 
tection from them and load them witha heavy bur 
den by «lirect taxation? If thatis not what yeu 
mean by free trade, what do you mean? You can 
mean nothing else. I believe uo senator will get 
up here and say he advocates it, Then,if that be 
true, it is understood, I suppose, that 
we zre to comtinue to collect the revenues, or much 
the iarger portion of them at least, and I trust at no 
distant day allof them, by a tariff upon imports. 
if so, on What articles will yon impose that tariff? 
It is an immense sum you have to raise. You can- 
not get ria of it. There isno escape from it: yeu 
must coliect it; and you will continue to collect it. 
There is a vast areount of protection in it, ne mat- 
ter how you shapetthe tariff. But the question is, 
will you so shape itas to give sufficient incidental 
protection to American interests, or will you try to 
shape it so as to cripple those great interests? 

I repeat it, what will you putthe tariff upen? 
Will you protect American industry and American 
productions, or select such articles as tea and caffee 
and others that we-do not cultivate in this country 
and in which we do not compete, and put it apon 
them to avoid the pretection of American indus- 
try’? I p:esume not. Then where wili you place 
it? You have to -colleet it, orif not tell meihow 
you will get rid of it, and what subs:itute you will 
put in its place as a mode of collection of revenue

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to support the governmient? I apprehend n@ one 
will suggest a new plan. Then it seems to me that 
it is proper we should so adjust it as to afford, as 
far as possible, incidental protection to every 
Americau industry aud every American laborer. 
There may be some Branch of American labor that 
it is not in our power to protect. Thereis no tariff 
now, I believe, imposed upon raw cotton intro- 
duced into this eountry. Thereisa very consider- 
able number of pounds broughtin that now pays 
no tariff, yeton account of our superior climate, 
s:il, manner and quality of production, we 
need very litduedonein-our fayér south by impos- 
inga tariff oncotton to.keep it out of our markets. 
We cannot, I grant afford equal protection to the 
labor in all the di#ferent.fieids; but is that a reason 
why we should notso adjust the tariffas to proteet 
as faras we can incidentally the laborers in other 
pursuits where it is in our power? We surely 
are not antagonisiic to American interesis Wedo 
not prefer the interests and tke labor of othercoun- 
tries. It we do not, the presumption is,we prefer our 
own. If we do prefer our own, why not, in the 
collection of the lerge amount that must be eol- 
lected, so impose tae duty as to give incidental 
protcction to the extent of our power to our own” 
it seems to me thatis notonly wise statesmanship 
but common sense and patfiotism. What other 
course would be better? Lconfess it does not oe- 
cur torAne. 

I may not understand this question, but I would 
be very thankful to any senator.on either side who 
will point out tome @ better mode of collecting 
this three hundred ané.edd million dollars a year 
that we now collect by tariff andinternal revenue, 
or the $00,000,000 that we now. collect by tariff.

The senator from South 
Carolina (Mr. Butler) asks me if there are some in 
Georgia of that kind, I.tell him very frankly l 
think-there are. [ am not sure but that 
there may be some in the senator's own 
state. When you come to removing the tariff from 
the rice ficlds of Georgia and the Carolinas and im- 
posipg a heavy direct tax on the rice plantations, 
there isa larze class who would demur; when you 
come toremoving the tariff entirely from sugar, there 
is a large class that would demur in Louisiana, and 
Fiorida, which is going to be one of the greatsugar 
states: when you come to removing the tariff en 
tirely from wool, the Jarge class of wool growers 
will demur. Therefore, Lagree with the senator 
from South Carolina that there are districts in the 
south, us Wellas in the north, which the democ- 
racy cannot carry on a plautform of a tariff for rev- 
enue only. On the other hand, from the best infor- 
mation | have, | believe there are districts in the 
west where there are no manufacturing establish- 
ments that are strongly republican, that my repub- 
licau friends would have difliculty in carrylog ona 
platform to raise money for protection for protec- 
tion’s sake. Ido not think they can doit. In 
other words, the people of this country are not 
ready to adopt either of the extremes. The medium 
groundis the yround they will occupy, and the 
sooner this whoie tariff question is eliminated from 
the politics of the countryand dropped from the 
platforms of the two parties, teaving it to the repre- 
sentatives of each district, and of each state and 
territory to take such course here as they think for 
the best interest of their constituents the better, in 
my opinion, it will be for the whole country.

public debt ceases to exist, We will come 
nearer, witnessing a return after a long ab- 
sence, of the republic of the fathers, than we 
are likely 4o under any other known set of 
circumstances. ' 

And this consummation will not be long post- 
poned if the course of payment is reasonab 
well maintained. We find in the New York 
Times on recent date some interesting facts 
in relation to this subject. As is well known 
weare redeeming the debt «under the sinking 
fund provisions of thg act of 1862, which has 
never been essentially amended. This act 
provides that one per cent of the total debt of 
the United States is to be bought up or re- 
deemed each year, this sum to be taken out 
of the duties on imported goods after the coin 
interest on outstanding obligations bas been 
paid. In order to find how this obligation 
has been kept, we have to go back to Secreta- 
ry Morrell’s report of December, 1876, which 
contains the whole history of the fund down 
to June 30, 1876. At that time the sinking 
fund had in excess of legal requirements an 
immense sum, and we adopt the table of the 
Times to show the condition of the fund down 
to June 30, 1881:

Last December Secretary Folger reported 
‘thatthe amount of bonds redeemed during 
‘‘the months of July, August, September and

this fact does net in the least impair the 
wisdom of redeeming the remainder of the 
debt as fast as may be practicable. It is al- 
ways sense and good business in individuals 
to pat debt behind them, and the aggrega- 
tions of individuals, calle nations, are not 
by any means exempt from this rule. Whatis 
good for one man is good for acommunity of 
men in the matter of debt; aud che mere fact 
that we have been fortunate enough to rapid- 
ly redeem our public debt is no reason, as the

HOW SHALL THE COTTON PLANTER BE 
PROTECTED? 

Our friends, the monopolists, are mak- 
making arrangements to increase the already 
heavy tax on cotton ties, which the southern 
farmers are compelled to pay, on the ground 
that American labor must be protected. The 
ground is undoubtedly a good one, but is it 
broad enough? Whatis American labor? If 
American labor is to be protected, how does 
it happen that our friends, the 
monopolists, find it so convenient 
to propose measures for the protec- 
tion of the farmers and cotton planters of the 
south? Indeed, we might go further and ask 
why ourmonopolist friends, who are also the 
friends of American labor, are in favor of rob- 
bing the southern farmer by placing an addi- 
tional tax on cotton ties? Why bring section- 
alism to bear in a matterof this kind? Why 
should the poverty-stricken farmer of the 
south pay an extra tax, ostensibly to ‘protect 
American labor,’ but really to add to the 
profits of a few Philadelphia manufacturers? 

The truth is, there is no industrial interest 
in this country that stands more in need of 
protection than that which devotes itself to 
the raising of cotton. So far as we know, the 
cotton-raisers of the south, white and black, 
are the only Amerivan laborers who come 
directly in competition with the genuine pau- 
per labor of the old world, and there is no act 
of congress by which it can be prevented. At 
the same time, the results of this competition 
can be materially lightened by statesmanlike 
legislation. As there is no hope for this, cer- 
tainly there is no impertinence jin protesting 
against the McKinley spoliation bill. 

The price of American cotton is fixed in 
Liverpool, and it is fixed with reference to 
the cotton produced in India, in Egypt and 
in other foreign countries. This may seem to 
be a small matter, and it has been heretofore, 
but it is growing rapidly more importantyear 
by year, and in the very near future it will 
become overshajow®Mmg. The farmers of the 
south cannot afford to raise cotton at the 
prices paid last season. There is not only no 
profit in growing the staple under the present 
conditions, but for several years the crops 
have been made at a dead loss. The pinching 
policy will do well enough for seven or eight 
-years, but accounts must be settled 
after awhile, and when they are settled, 
each and every cotton planter in the 
south will find, not that farming 
isan unprofitable pursuit, but that cotton 
cannot be grown in the south except at a loss. 
The remedy for this is to remove all extra 
burdens 6f taxation from the planters’ shoul- 
ders. Tosuggest this, however, is treason, 
especially when such patriots as McKinley 
bring forward propositions for robbing the 
cotton-growers.

Washington vs. State. Assault with intent 
to murder, from Chatham. Criminal Law. 

Charge of Court, 3 

Jackson, C. J.—1. Ona trial for an assault 
with intent to murder, the court need not 
charge the jury on the law of stabbing unless 
requested so to do. It was enough that the 
law of assault with intent. to murder and the 
law of assault and baftery was given to the 
‘ita actual stabbigdg having been done 
yy another than the defeydant. 

2. A woman was presentuat the stabbing 
with a knife ‘by another, and furnished the 
knife with which it was done. She said to the 
actual perpetrator of the crime, ‘Martha, 
come, shell that God damned nigger, and get 
clear of her; get your satisfaction :’’ 

Held, that these facts made such person a 
principal in the second degree,

How a Small Boy Has Made Himeelf Useful Around

‘What do you do?’ 

‘I stay at the Kimball house store room.”’

“In the Kimball house on the fifth floor.’’ 

‘How came you to try to get Lester’s body 
out of the water?’ 

‘“T was tired sitting around in my room, so 
I went out to the springs on thecar. When 
[ got there I heard of the young man being 
drowned, so I pulled off my clothes and 
thought I would make a_ few dives for him.”’ 

“That was a fine idea. What did you want 
to dive for a dead man’s body for?” 

‘Because I didn’t want him to stay down 
dead or alive and he might have been alive. 
fhe first dive I made for him was off the 
spring board. I lit into the water on mv 
head and went down like a bullet. I think 
[ missed the body about three feet. It was 
ina ditch that the branch used to run in 
before it was damed up, It was as cold 
as ice down there. The pond is fed from 
springs and the water was chilly certain, 
and about twelve feet deep. Well, I went to 
the top and made another dive. That time 
I went about two feet too high up the 
stream. [I went to the top again. 
There was a boy out there raking around 
with a rake’ and I was afraid 
he would rake me in, so I took the rake away 
from him and threw it out on the bank.
